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This is to sake a matter of record the following 
information: :•>. - 


On the afternoon of 11/22/6^, when this writer was in 
the office of Chief of Police WILL FR/ITZ o f the Dallas PD, for 
the purpose of interviewing the subje^T^-fin individual who identi- 
fied himself as JIM A^Len, with the DA’s Office, was present. 
ALLEN had complete access to all evidence at that time seized 
by the Dallas PD and was allowed complete freedom of the office 
of Captain FRITZ. It was actually ALLEN who first discovered 
my name among the evidence and brought it' to the attention of the 
Dallas police officers. On this date this writer determined 
that JIM -ALLEN is not now and was not at that time a member of 
the DA’s Office, having been an assistant DA in the past, but 
as of 11/22/63, he was in private law practice and had no legal 
right to be present at this time. 
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
